Idaho Rivers 
Apparently at 
Runoff Peaks 

. BOISE, May 57 (U.R) — The Bolsg 
and 'Payette rivers appear to have 
reached the peak of- theU- spring 
runoff— about 6 to 10 per cent above 
normal as was the Case, last year, 
the bureau of reclamation's re- 
gional office reported. 

Storage of water In irrigation 
reservoirs along the two rivers has 
substantially reduced flood flows 
which crested last week-end, the 
bureau added. 

Arrowrock and Anderson ranch 
dam reservoirs reduced the flow by 
about 5,000 cubic feet per second. 
Without- the reservoirs, the peak 
would have been about 14300 second 
feet, and flood stage is considered 
by the bureau to be 9,600 second 
feet. 

- A b ou t iio,ooo ac fg^TeetTeiiftiirtiir 
be filled In the two resenolrj, the 
bureau said. 

Later peak flows expected along 
the Snake river in the Helse-Rob- 
erts area in southeastern Idaho will 
be reduced by storage of another

Her- 
bert Brownell, Jr., to ptesent the Elsenhower admin- 
istration's viewpoint on the segregation question. It 
was a most embirrasslfig request, also unexpected by

It Is generally forgotten, but Elsenhower did not 
declare against legregatlon In the l9Sa campalgti.

It was not so long ngd that many Americans were 
denouncing "Britlih Imperialism" and demanding that 
the English sahibs clear out of Asia.

India became inde- 
pendent, and today is denounced by many of the same 
Americans for pursing an Independent policy. The 
British, meanwhile, are again denounced for not being 
wllUng to come back and fight to save Southeast Asia 
for the West.

Pressure from congress has admittedly been a factor 
In the establishment of the new Internal securlly 
division within the federal department of Justice. 
This unit Is intendpd to speed the prosecution of spies 
and other subversives and to serve the whole govern- 
ment In more elllclent handling of the Increasing com- 
-jkx-Jolt-ot-chcokhig-rod suhvnrslnn. 

Tho establishment of this new office comes none 
too soon, even Uiouch the JuaUce department has 
long had Its llnRcr on the communist problem In this 
country and has done some notable work, especially 
through the federal bureau of Investigation and the 
offices working with the subversive activities control 
board. 

There has, however, been some public feeling that 
the department lias been Inx In tracking down and 
prosecuting subversives. Some of this feeling has 
been due, no doubt, lo the prominence given the work 
of congressional Investigating committees. 

Yet the latest steps taken by Attorney" General 
Brownell should be helpful In restoring confidence In 
the Justice department and in relieving congressional 
groups of doing Uie whole Job of uncovering the reds.

Texas' Anti-Ked Law Appears 
To Be Weapon for Emergency

The atate of 'Texas, alone of all In 
the union. Has the necessary lawa 
to put them there. 

Bub although those laws have 
been on the books for more than 
a month now, Texas authorities have 
yet to make an arrest. It Is becom- 
ing apparent that the legtstatlon 
passed at the special session of the 
legislature Is to be. held ss a legal 
weapon for an emergency. 

The difference between the Texaa 
atature and ttie law under which 
theJ federal government ahetdy haa 
put top American red leaders be- 
hind bars Is thla: 

The" federal government must 
prove that the defendant Is In fact 
party to a conspiracy to teach and 
advocate the violent overthrow of 
the American government. 

Texas took that one atep forward 
and made a "finding of fact" that 
n]i^borshlp in the communist party 
Ipso fact constitutes heing a party 
to such a revolutionary conspiracy. 

It gave state authorities the power, 
therefore, to prosecute anyone be- 
longing to the communist party and 
providea i maximum penalty of 20 
years Imprisonment and (20,000 
fine. 

If that law were In effect |;t the 
atate of New . fKiii, authorities 
oouH send' tfJalTHUHdredif orpr- 
gons who are known to be members 



of the jiarty— many oi Ehesrwart 
Ing lit' the building off Union square 
.that Js national headquartars and 
the office of the Dally Worker. 

Ool. Homer Oarrlson, Jr., boss of 
tl)e Texas Rangers, refuted to esti- 
mate for the lawmakers how many 
reds are in Texas. His reasoning Is 
that the communists themselves are 
the ones who want most to know 
how many of them have bean spot- 
ted. 

But Oarrlson told the legislature 
that this vast state must consider It- 
self a prime communist target. He 
pointed to Texas' vast petroleum 
production, chemical Industries and 
gulf coast ports— all vulnerable to 
aabotage. 

There Is considerable belief that 
the Texas law would be found un- 
constitutional If tested by the courLi.
